tonic troops from Poland to the French 
and Belgian batticfields. 

New Offensive Expected. 

The fighting at Soissons by some Brit- 
ieh commentators {fs declared to be the 
precursor of the entry of these new 
troopr on a vigorous offensive, perhaps 
au attempt to cross the River Aisne 
At Solgsons the French failed to hold 
their positions on the northern bank of 
the river, and for the Germans to at- 
tempt to gain the southern bank is re- 
garded as a development to be ex- 
pected.

This re- 
port has not been confirmed officially, 
but the Russians on Saturday crosses 
the Skrwa River a few miles below 
that point and may have been able to 
occupy the'city. Russian forces already 
had reached Sierpec nnd Gombin, lying 
tespectively directly north and south of 
this provincial capital. 

Turk Invasion May Be Checked. 

The Russian defeat of the Turks, if 
the claims. of Petrograd are fully borne 
out, was so decisive that it may mark 
the close of the Ottoman attempt to in- 
‘yvade Russia in the Caucasian region. 
The Russian victory probably will free 
enough of the Caucasian army to oppose 
effectively the Turkish forces which are 
approaching the frontier eastward, 
through Persia.

WASHINGTON, Jan. i8.—President 
Wilson received a long list of callers 
at the executive offices later than usual 
today because he stayed as long as 
possible with his grandson, the child of 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis B. Sayre, who 
was born at the White House yester- 


cay. 
A large heap of rattles sent by mem- 


bers of the Wilson and Sayre families 
and close friends were ready for the 
baby as soon as he should show inter~-’ 
est in them. Several baby baskets had 
also been sent to the White House. 

Mr. Sayre vied with the President to- 
day in displaying pride over the new 
addition to the White House family, 
the President's first grandchild.. The 
baby weighs seven and one-half pounds 

Princeton Tiger for Baby. 

A tov Princeton tiger for the Sayre 
baby was presented to President Wli- 
son today by a committee from the 
Princeton Alumni Association of Mary- 
land who called to ask the President 
to attend their annual dinner. 

“The baby’s father is a Williams Col- 
lege man,” said the President, ‘and 
therefore I don’t know whether I 
should accept a Princeton tiger for 
him.*’ 

“Rut his mother came from Princr- 
ton,’ replied Edgar Allen Poe, the At- 
torney-General of Maryland, who head- 
ed the delegation. ‘“‘The boy must be 
sent to Princeton for the sake of his 
mother and grandfather.’ 
The baby arrived at 4:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, although formal an- 
nouncement of the fact was not made 
until 6 o'clock.

Court Rules William Seibel Must 
Turn Into Treasury Money 
Collécted in Four Years. 


NO IRREGULARITY ALLEGED 


Cases Against Other Officials 
Pending, the Total Involved 
Being $55,000. 


Judge McElhinney of the Clayton Cir- 
cuit Court, in an opinion handed down 
today, ruled that William Seibel, St. 
Louis County Clerk, must pa} over to 
the county $18,08.40 of the fees which 
he collected in his four-year term of 
office which ended in November. Seibel 
was re-elected in November. 

The suit in which the decision was 
reached was filed against Seibel ‘by 
Prosecuting Attorney Lashly on behalf 
of the county. 

No irregularities were charged, but it 
was shown that Seibel, following the 
precedent of former County Clerks, had 
been charging fees for making up back 
tax books and current tax books for the 
County Collector. Lashly, in his suit. 
maintained that the County Clerk had 
no legal right to charge the county fox 
this service. He asked that a judgment 
for $20,431.97 be entered against Seibel. 

Gets $2346 for Clerk Hire. 

Judge McElhinney allowed $2346.57 to 
Seibel for payments the County Clerk 
made to clerks for work on back tax 
and current tax books. Although the 
law states $4800 a year shall be allowed 
to the County Clerk for clerical hire, 
Judge McElhinney, by allowing the ex- 
cess of $2346.57, decided this amount wag 
not the maximum. 

He also ruled that County Olerks must 
account for all fees-collected. 

Seibel must pay the money into the 
treasury at once, or the Attorney-Gen- 
eral must institute ouster proceedings 
against him. It is said the money will 
te paid by Selbel under protest, en- 
abling him to appeal and regain it if 
the appeal is sustained. ' 

Seibel’s political friends and his fa- 
ther and brother, who reside at Man- 
chester, a said to have subscribed 
enough money to enable him to meet 
the judgment. In the campaign last 
fall, Republican nomineés promised ‘to 
repay any judgments obtained against 
them in the fee-recovery suits. Seibel

President J. V. Thomp- 
von said that the bank would not re- 
open until there was enough money on 
the counters to pay all depositors. In 
the last statement the surplus was 
given as $1,000,000. Recently the bank 
paid an extra dividend of 700 per cent.

Daues said that he would recommend 
to Mayor Kiel and the Board of Public 
Service that the city accept a proposition 
fromthe railroad to start work at the 
Chouteau avenue crossing if the city will 
postpone for two years its demand that 
the crossings at Eager road, McRee and 
Shaw avenues and King’s highway be 
abolished. 

Daues pointed out that the Chouteau 
avenue crossing is especially dangerous 
because of the great number of persons 
who use the crossing every day. He 
said the crossings at other streets men- 
tioned are used by few persons in com- 
parison with those who use the Chou- 
teau crossing. 

‘*The railroad has appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of. the United States the 
Chouteau avenue case, which. was decid- 
ed in favor of. the city,by the Missouri! 
Supreme Court. It would be three years 
before this case would be determined by 
the higher court,” Daues said. 

“IT believe that if we, can reach the 
compromise suggested by, Mr..Green that 
we should do so.

That {s:the most danger- 
ous crossing in St. Louis. 

“Under present conditions we could 
hardly expect the railroads to eliminate 
all of these crossings in one year: It 
will cost the company $400,000 to elimi- 
nate the Chouteau crossing. Our con- 
sent to postpone the other case would 
be on the agreement that the railroad 
would pay the entire expense of the 
Chouteau crossing and that the city 
should pay nothing. 

“In such cases as come before the 
Public Service Commission the order 
has been forthe er to pay one-third 
of the cost. 

“Of course I have no power to accept 
the compromise. That is up to the May- 
or and the Board of Public Service. My 
advice, however, will be that it is the 
best thing to do.’

tage resting with our troops. By a 
bayonet attack we annihilated the Fit- 
ty-second Turkish Regiment, the sur- 
vivors of which, including the com- 
mander and several officers, were made 
prisoners. 

“In one direction, where we were 
pursuing the defeated Turkish troops, 
we took more than 9000 prisoners, 14 
cannons, an enormous quantity of sup- 
plies and nearly 10,000 head of cattle.” 

The following report has been re- 
ceived from Tiflis: 

‘The army of the Caucasus has cov- 
ered its flags with glory by a fresh 
heroic exploit, having completely anni- 
hilated the Eleventh Turkish corps with 
the exception of several insignificant 
elements, which are fleeing in disorder. 
We have captured all the artillery of 
this corps.’’ 

The following official statement was 
issued from general headquarters last 
night: 

“On the right bank of the Lower Vis- 
tula we are still making successful 
progress. On Jan. 16 our advanced par- 
ties dislodged the enemy from the vil- 
lage of Budy Sulkowskia. 

“On the right bank of the Vistula the 
same day the enemy delivered a series 
of flerce attacks against our lines in 
the region of the village of Gouwine.

Violent Artillery Fire. 

“In the other sections we repulsed the 
‘enemy and forced them to fall back on 
their positions. The Germans support- 
ed their attacks with a violent artillery 
fire, employing heavy guns to search 
out the position where the attack was 
to be inaugurated. 

At the village of Konopnitza, the ene- 
my, having approached by sapping to 
within about 30 yards of our trenches, 
was met with a storm of hand grenades 
which checked the movement. Some 
volunteers, availing themselves of the 
confusion thus created, hurled grenades 
into the tunnel, which the Germans were 
forced. to evdcuate. 

‘In the region to the south of Pinc- 
zow (Poland), the enemy opened a vio. 
lent artillery fire and made three at- 
tempts to attack our advanced lines, but 
were repulsed. 

“Our artillery silenced an Austrian 
leavy battery as soon as they discovered 
the range. 

“In Bukowina our advanced columns 
captured by storm the Kirlibaba Pass 
on the Transylvania frontier, situated 
on the road from Kimpolung (in the 
southern part of Burkowina) to Mara- 
maros Sziget (Northeastern Hungary) 
and Dees.”’

BERLIN, Jan. 18, by wireless to pee 
don).—*‘The battle at Tanga, German 
East Africa, the greatest that has oc- 
curred in any of our colonies, was a 
veritable feat of arms,”’ says a state- 
ment given out by the Official Press 
Bureau relative to the recently reported 
defeat of British forces there. The state- 
ment continues: 

“The Governor officially reports that 
the fighting occurred’ on the _ third, 
fourth and fifth of November. The En- 
glish appeared off Tanga with two bat- 
tleships and 12 transports. They de- 
manded the unconditional surrender of 
the place, which was refused. The ships 
departed, but reappeared and landed one 
European and four Indian regiments 
under fire of the heavy guns of the 
ships, a cruiser supporting the attack of 
the enemy from the sea.

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TREASURER SHOWS 
BIG INGREASE IN 
STATE EXPENSES 


Report Makes Comparison of 
Expenditures in Two Years 
With Previous Period. 


By a Staff ee of the Post. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18—In his 
report to the Legislature today, State 
Treasurer Edwin P. Deal caused con- 
sternation among his fellow officials 
of the Major administration by com- 
paring the greatly increased expendi- 
tures of the last two years with those 
of the preceeding biennial period. 

The comparison is an innovation. No 
other State Treasurer ever before in- 
cluded such a feature in his official re- 
port. 

Leading the list of the departments 
Which show enormous increases in ex- 
penditures is the Missouri Penitentiary, 
of which D. C. McClung, chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, is the 
warden. 

Big Increase in Two Years, 

According to Deal's statement the 
Penitentiary has cost the State, during 
the frst two years of McClung’s man- 
agement, $69,602.61 more than it did dur- 
ing the last biennial period under his 
predecessor. 

The report also shows an increase of 
$21,720.50 in the expenses of the. Auditor's 
office; Secretary of State’s office, 
$6279.55: Insurance Department, $13,796.61. 

Politicians think the comparisons ip 
Deal’s report are the result of a split 
in state officialdom which has been 
nending for some time, and in which 
Deal and Attorney-General Barker are 
opposed by the other members of the 
Governor's. official family. 

Deal's report calls special attention +» 
the receipts and disbursements of the 
Insurance Department. Charles G. Re- 
velle, Insurance Superintendent, is on: 
of Gov. Major’s closest friends and has 
been a political lieutenant of the Execu- 
tive since he became assistant to Major 
in the Attorney-General’s office. 

Comments on Increase. 

After showing that the receipts of 
the Insurance Department exceeded 
those of the previous biennial period by 
$1167.2¢, but that the cxpenses had in- 
creased $13,795.61, Deal makes the fol 
lowing comment: “In other words It 
Cost $13,795.61 to produce $1167.26.”’ 

Speaking of the management of the 
State Department by Secretary Cor- 
nelius Roach, Deal says: ‘“The Secretary 
of State received from fees for services 
in 1911-12, $323,312.90, and for 1918-14, $262,- 
297,02, a decrease in the receipts of the 
otfice of $61,015.88, while the cost of con- 
ducting the same was ircreased $6279.55."’ 

The State Auditor received fees for 
services in 1911-12 of $10,414.18. and for 
1913-14, $19,831.92, an increase in receipts 
of $9417.75, at an increased cost of oper- 
ating which amounted to $21,720.50." 

Repairs for McClung’s Residence. 

Aniong the items. which go to make 
up the large increase in the expenses 
of the penitentiary are $4,687.99 for re- 
pairs on McClung’s residence, $1,197.85 
for furniture for the same, and $15,000 
increase in officers’ salaries. 

The report also shows that the At- 
tcrney-General’s office has cost the 
State $9,310.76 more during 1915-14 than 
in 1£11-12, but that $234,783.65 has been 
noid to the State in fines, which re- 
sulted from suits brought by that office. 
The suits were institute1 by Hedley and 
continued by Major and Barker. 

Deal also shows that the expenses of 
nis office have increased $5,148.78, but

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STREET PAVING 
MONOPOLY SOON 
T0 BE ABOLISHED 


President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that the closed specifications 
which gave the Granite Bituminous 
Paving Co. a monopoly on the construc- 
tion of all streets paved with bituminous 
macadam would soon be abolished. A 
committee appointed by Kinsey last 
summer is preparing a new set of open 
specifications, which will make compe- 
tition possible in all street contracts. 

For many years the Granite Bitumi- 
nous Paving Co. has had a monopoly 
in St. Louis. Several city administra- 
tions constructed many miles of bitum- 
inous macadam streets. All efforts made 
to get the former Boards of Public 
'mprovements to open up the specifi- 
cations to permit competition failed. 

Lower Bids Expected. 

President Kinsey said ‘that While he 
jwas in Philadelphia last summer, with 
Street Commissioner Talbert, studying 
traffic conditions, he learned that the 
closed specifications had been abolis'<1

he appointed a commitiee from his own 
cffice staff to write new specifications. 
He said the committee had not yet made 
its report. 


The last contracts Se bitulithic pav- 
ing were let last April, Kinsey said. The 
contracts were for paving on Maffit an4 
Terry avenues and Abner place. Kin- 
sey said that under the open specifica 
tion plan St. Louis probably’ would be 
able to get much lower bids on bitu- 
lithic paving.

Monopoly Often Exposed, 

The bitulithic monopoly has been ex- 
posed in the newspapers many times. 
Several years ago the Post-Dispatch 
printed facts and figures to show how 
completely the city was bound to th: 
bitulithic trust. The contracts let by the 
cld Board of Public Improvements 
snecified that the paving material was 
to be bound with a cement manufac- 
tured and patented by the Warren Bros 
This specification made the tmonopoly 
complete, and shut out all possible com- 
petition. 


“Despite the protests against tie closed 
specifications, the officials of the Boa*-1 
of Public Improvements at that time 
refused to take any steps to break up 
the monopoly, but continued letting 
inmany contracts to the local company. 
There never was any real competition

Highwayman Fiees After Revolver 


OLD RECORDS BARE 
THE EARLY LIFE OF 
MRS, FRANK LESLE 


Court Papers, Hidden Nearly 
60 Years, Show First Hus- 
band .Wed Her Under 
Duress and Two Years 
Later Obtained an Annul- 
ment on That Ground. 


SHE THEN MARRIED 
NOTED ARCHEOLOGIST 


He Divorced Her and Soon 
Afterward Went Mad — 
She Married New York 
Publisher Who Caused 


Separation.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Amazing reve- 


‘ations of the early life of Mrs. Frank 


have been found in the vaults of Sur- 
rogate’s Court py James H. Westcott 
attorney for the grandchildren of the 
late Frank Leslie. They ate trying to 
upset the will of Mrs. Leslie and pre- 
vent the suffragist cause from inherit- 
ing the major part pf her $2,000,000 es- 
tate left in trust to Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt. 

These documents for nearly 60 years 
have been concealed frdm public view. 
They show that Mrs. Leslie’s maiden 
name was Miriam Florence Follin; that 
on March 27, 1854, she was married in 
this city to David Charles Peacock, a 
jeweler’s clerk; that the ceremony was 
performed after Peacock had been ar- 
rested on a serious charge made by 
Mrs. Susan Follin, mother of the girl; 
that the. bridegroom_was taken to th? 
altar by a deputy Sheriff: that imme- 
diately after the ceremony nis wife 
signed an agreement never to demand 
support of him, and that he left her at 
the altar. March 26, 1856, the husband 
obtained an annulment on the ground 
that the ceremony had been performed 
under duress. 

Weds a Journslist. 

The documents prove that in 1857 the 
former Mrs, Peacock r-arried Ephraim 
George Squier, journalist, archeologist 
and diplomat, at that time an editor of 
Frank Leslie’s Weekly; that in 1867 and 
1870 Mr. and Mrs. Squier, Frank Leslie 
and Mrs. Mary A. Jubber of London, 
Leslie's sister, made tours of Europe, 
during which Squier “acted servilely 
and as a courier,’’ while “Mrs. Squier’s 
and the publisher’s conduct was such 
as one would expect between husband 
and wife; that during the first journey. 
March 7, 1867, Squier was arrested in 
Liverpool as an absconding debtor, re- 
mained in jail 17 days, and was fed 
with sausages sent by his wife and the 
publisher, who were seeing the sights. 

According to the testimony of Mrs. 
Jubber, Squier was bailed out when the 
party was ready to go to Paris. He 
accused Leslie of prearranging his ar- 
rest. 

Testimony and documentary evidence 
show that Squier divorced his wife in 
1878; that Mrs. Sarah Ann Leslie, the 
first wife of the publisher, obtained a 
New Jersey divorce, and that Mrs. 
Squier married Leslie shortly after- 
ward. Six weeks after the wedding 
Squier went mad. : 

The testimony of Leslie « sister shows 
that he came to this country from En- 
giand in the early "Ss under the name 
of Henry Carter; that he was a wood 
engraver; that an uncle, and aunt and 
a greatuncle died in madhouses/ that 
his mother and a sister were considered 
‘‘odd,”” and that one of his brothers 
was known as “Crazy Jone.”’ An un- 
successful effort was made by his sons 
to break his will on the ground that 
he was insane. 

Papers Were Concealed. 

All through the papers it is evident 
that unusual measures were taken to 
avold publicity, and for this reason they 
were hidden and forgotten until the 
suit of the grandchildren dragged them 
from the Surrogate’s vaults. 

The testimony of Mrs. Jubber, who 
lived at Shaddon Hall, Stony Stratford. 
England, was taken under oath Nov. 
2, 1880, under an order of the Surro- 
gate of New York County before an 
English Commissioner. Mrs. Jubber 
was asked about the trips she took 
with Leslie and Mr. and Mrs. Squier. 

‘The conduct of tiny brother and Mrs. 
Squier was such as one would expect 
between husband and wife,’’ she tes- 
tified. ““When I first went to see them 
Mr. Leslie was engaged itn fastening on 
Mrs. Squier’s boot. Once, at dinner, 
Mr. Johnson of the London Journal was 
present and paid much attention to me.

Feared fer Would 

The caare containing the testimony 
of Frank Squier, a brother of Ephraim 
Squier, when taken from the Surro- 
gate’s vaults, were practically falling 
to pieces. He testified when Leslie's 
sons undertook to break their father's 
will, that before her marriage to Les- 
lie, Mrs. Squier asked him to remove 
certain pistols from the home of Mrs. 
Follin, with whom Squier was then 
living, for fear he would ‘‘shoot all 
three of them.” 

“My brother was declared insane six 
weeks after his former wife married 
Mr. Leslie,” Frank Squier testified. “I 
told Leslie the circumstances that had 
produced my brother's lunacy had pro- 
duced the marriage, and he said I 
was a damned fool. I never spoke to 
him after that. When the divorce suit 
was first’ brought, my brother’s wife 
told me to advise him not to defend it, 


follow if he did.” 

The records of the Peacock marriage 
were found in the vaults of the old 
Court of Common Pleas in the Hall of 
Records. An affidavit by Mrs. Follin, 
originally appended when the papers 
were filed is missing. This showed prte- 
cisely. why she had caused Peacock’s 
arrest. !

The Pnglish horn 
sang the ‘‘Ranz des Vaches,”’ a cele- 
brated Swiss air, and to stirring 
trumpet calls the Swiss patriots 
marched away to meet the foe. 

Herbert’s New Campositions. 

Victor Herbert's three new compo- 
sitions, “Air de Ballet,” “Forget-me- 
not’ and “Sunset,” were short and 
melodious pieces, light in meaning, 
but full of grace.

PROTEST AGAINSI 
COAL RATES HERE|y 


mission Alleges Discrimination 
Against Small Car Shipments. 


The St. Louis Coal Operators’ Traffic 
Bureau has filed a complaint with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
against the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
easerting that it charges a higher rare 
for coal transported from the Iilinois 
mines to St. Louis in small cars than in 
large cars. The rate in the large cars 
im 52 cents a ton, and it is alleged the 
rate is higher in smaller cars. 
Complaint was also recently filed 
against all the railroads operating in 
the Illinois mining districts, alleging 
that discriminatory rates were enforced 
against mines in the Belleville districts 
on shipments to Kansas City and Oma- 
ha. The petition states that the mines 
in what is known as the Springfield dis- 
trict are given a better rate to Kansas 
City and Omaha than the mines in the 
Belleville district, although the distance 
from Springfield is greater than from 
Belleville. 

The rate from Belleville to Omaha is 
$2.95 and to Kansas City, $%00, while 
the rate from Springfield to Omaha is 
$2.6 and to Kansas City $1.50.

But for bringing it 
the last 10 miles of the distance, running it 
through a transformer and turning it over to the 
United Railways and the Union Electric Co., the 
middleman corporation receives $7 per horse 
power. 

In other words, the subsidiary company con- 


{trolled by a directorate interlocked with those of 


the utility companies charges $7 for a service 
for which $2 ought to suffice to pay interest on 
investment. Its total indicated revenue is $420,- 
000 of which all over $300,000 is asserted to be 
“velvet.” ‘

a tax collected by middlemen at the end of the 
high tension transmission line and amounting to 
28 per cent of the total $25 horse power *eost of 
current, it utters no word of protest.

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GOVERNING A GREAT STATE. 
“Blind Boss” Brayton ruled Rhode Island many 
years, the political agent of great transportation, 
financial and manufacturing corporations that 
needed a state government in their business. He 
knew practical politics. He had no illusions. He 
never troubled to explain or apologize for any- 
thing. He saw that the people were either incom- 
petent or unwilling to exert the energy to govern 
themselves, so he arranged with the corporations 
and assumed the job. 

Brayton was asked, at the height of his reign, 
what he théught of the then new idea of sub- 
stituting a small state commission, possessing both 
legislative and executive powers, for existing large 
bicameral legislatures. 

“We have that system now,” he said, ‘‘only the 
people don’t know it.” 

“Meaning——” 

“Meaning that every state legislature is siete 
ally controlled by a few men, who shape legisla- 
tion—the big legislation—under orders from their 
employers—no, not the people, but their corporate 
creators or paymasters; all that the rest of. the 
legislators have to do is to ratify what's put un to 
them.” 

That interview was given nearly a decade ago. 
Meantime, some of the state governments have 
been reclaimed by the people from the clutches of 
“the corporate interests. Not so, apparently,. in 
Pennsylvania, if the Philadelphja Public Ledger is

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THE POWER OF WHEAT. 

The President’s instructions to the Department 
of Justice to investigate the price of wheat might 
properly have covered much more than the pre-. 
sumption that the market is now ruled by illegal 
combinations. 

We know perfectly well today that if for any 
reason we export mors wheat than we Can spare 
prices will soar immoderately. We knew that 
our 1914 crop was large and that we have a 
surplus of probably 290,000,000 bushels. We know 


bushels less than that of 1918. We know that 
most of the wheat growing nations of the Old 
World are at war. We know that we have 
been sending wheat and flour abroad at a pro- 
digious rate. We do not know precisely how 
much we have left, who actually owns or where 
it is. 

As there will be no new American wheat be- 
fore May, it is of the utmost importance that 
there should be accurate public knowledge very 
soon as to the status of the visible supply. Cor- 
ner or no corner, if it shall appear that the neces- 
sities of the war-makers are threatening the in- 
fliction of famine prices upon this land of plenty, 
an embargo for a few months would be a natural 
and proper remedy. 

Such a policy would..be a judicious defensive 
measure in more ways than one, it would safe- 
guard the food of our own people. It would 
be a notice to the fighting nations that one neu- 
tral right can be successfully asserted. Incident- 
ally it might even be instructive to Great Britain, 
which, controlling the sea, is playing fast-and- 
loose with the shippihg and commerce of a coun- 
try certain in that case to control the wheat that 
it must have. 

Besides investigating. these conditions and re- 
lationships, there should be an attempt to stimu- 
late greater wheat production. The average yield 
per acre in the United States, about twelve bush- 
els, might be considerably increased, and by the 
utilization of lands neglected or poorly cultivated, 
it should be possible to double our crop. If the 
precedents furnished by past wars are not to be 
reversed, there will be a greater demand for wheat 
this year and next, even with peace, than there 
was last year, of course at rising prices. Amer- 
ican farmers may well be counseled to adopt im- 
proved methods as well.as to seek other markets. 
A period of unexampled prosperity is ahead of 
them if they will prepare for it. 

The question of wheat is more than a matter 
of speculation or of law. It involves national 
well-being at home. It comprehends authority 
and respect abroad. It may be more powerful in 
compelling peace than invincible armies or match- 
less avian. 
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AND SOMETHING FOR TRIBUTE. 

The Attorney-General of Texas, suing to forfeit 
the charters of seven Texas Brewing companies, 
seems to have obtained evidence tending to show 
that the brewers have been guilty of the crime of 
spending large sums in self-defense, and also a 
little something in the way of tribute to the poli- 
ticians who fomented the prohibition agitation.

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THE WESTERN REVOLT AGAINST THE FEDERAL GAME LAW. 


WONDERFUL thing has happened. The 


A haust@d! It has been supposed that a 
duckshooter’s patience is inexhaustible, and that 
this is what makes him a duckshooter; but it 
seems not. Duckshooters all over this part of 
the country are in revolt because the new Federal 
bird regulations have not been tempered to meet 
the requirements of reasonable sport, and all is 
not well in that walk of life by a jugful. 

It was supposed for a time that probably all 


of the State Legislatures meeting this winter 


would make their game laws conform to the Fed- 
eral seasons. This supposition was based upon 
the assumption that the regulations would not 
destroy such an old and honorable sport as duck- 
shooting, which could amuse Ben Harrison and 
Grover Cleveland while those gentlemen were 
cecupying the White House, and has never ap- 
pealed to any Vice-President. Nevertheless, they 
did do this, or virtually did it, in all the great 
central states of the Mississippi Valley, and it 
is probable that none of the Legislatures of these 
states will make the state and Federal laws har- 
monize. There is a spirited protest against it 
in Missouri, Illinois, lowa and Nebraska, and the 
duckshooters of these states are by this time al- 
most moving as one. They want the Government 
to preserve a reasonable amount of sport in its 
regulations, and then ask the states to conferm 
to them. Whether the Government will do this 
is doubtful. A decision upon the constitutionality 
of the Federal act will be forthcoming in the 
United States Supreme Court some time this: 
Spring. 

If the act proves constitutional, the states will 
be powerless to do anything more than throw 
themselves on the mercy of the Department of 
Agriculture, which makes the regulations. Duck- 
shooters are not accustomed to throwing them- 
selves on anyone’s mercy, and their present posi- 
tion is a hard one. Accustomed as they are to 
defying wind, weather and even fortune itself, 
they stand in a totally unaccustomed place, and 
they are not sure whether they are in their 
blinds or not. 


T rete has been/in the field ever since the’ 


Federal regulations were made two years 

ago an organized protest in this quarter 
against the hardships they work. This is the 
Interstate Sportsmen’s League, whose prophet is 
United States Senator James A. Reed. There has 
been almost religious feeling between sports- 
men in and out of that league. Mr. Reed has 
fought the migratory bird law through thick and 
thin on the question of its constitutionality, and 
a great many sportsmen, including almost all 
of those in St. Louis, have felt that the league 
wanted to destroy the law, rather than to have 
its regulations made bearable. Some degree of 
harmpny between those factions has been made 
possible by the explanation that this is at least 
what most of the members of the league want—a 
tair amendment of the regulations.

A ‘CONFERENCE of sportsmen from all 


over Missouri, called by the Legislative 
Committee of the Missouri Fish and Game

tentative nature of the Federal regulations and 
the practical certainty that they cannot stand as 
they are in their present unfairness to Western 
sportsmen, the recommendations of the league 
to the Missouri Legislature would be made with- 
out consideration of the Federal law. This is 
the attitude as well of Mr. Jesse B. Jones, the 
State Game and Fish Commissioner of Missouri, 
whose department naturally suffers by anything 
tending to a destruction of sport. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that in the two years 
since the Federal act became effective we have 
had two very dry falls in this part of the coun- 
try. Some of us warned the gentlemen making 
these regulations that if we were to have only 
fall shooting out here the Government could only 


make its strictures bearable by devising a duck . 


which brought its own water with it. Our ad- 
vice did not lodge in reteptive ears. Nothing 
was done to give the duckshooters out here any 
shooting after the game started north, though 
sportsmen in these states have felt that they 
might very well be permitted to shoot up to the 
end of March without doing any damage to con- 
servation.

AT IOWA. HOME 


Man Whose 
Cases Resulted in Clashes 
_ With Barker, 111 6 Months. 


= 

RED OAK, Io., Jan. 18—Smith Mece- 
Pherson, 6 years old, for 15 years Judge 
of the Federal Court in the Southern 
Iowa District, died. last night at his 
home here. He had been ill for six 
months, following heat exposure in Kan- 
sas last July which caused severe indi- 
gestion. The automobile in which he 
was traveling broke down five miles 
from town and he walked tne distance, 
was taken ill and had been unable to 
preside in court since. 

A few days ago he was granted a 
leave of absence of one year to recuper- 
ate and anncuncement of his death was 

a surprise. 

” Sates Mck herson had been one of the 
Republican leaders of Iowa since 1870. 
He served as District Attorney, Attor- 
ney-General and Judge and was in Con- 
gress one yea-. His wife survives him. 

Judge McPherson frequently held 
court in St. Louis and Kansas City, sit- 
ting for other Federal Judges. In this 
way he became connected with the Mis- 
souri railroad rate case, his decisions 
upon which brought him into contro- 
versies with Attorney-General Barker of 
Missouri, with Congressman a, Phillips 
Murphy of the Sixteenth District of Mis- 
souri and with other prominent public 
men. 

Acting with Federal Judge Philips of 
Kansas City, Judge McPherson in June, 
1905, issued a temporary injunction re- 
straining State officials from enforcing 
the maximum freight rate law. In 
March, 1909, he issued a permanent in- 
junction preventing the State from en- 
forcing the 2-cent passenger rate law, 
declaring he believed it confiscatory. The 
United States Supreme Court in 1913 up- 
held the constitutionality of the 2-cent 
passenger and maxinkim freight rate 
laws. 

Attorney-General Barker then an- 
nounced he would file suit in State 
courts to recover $24,000,000 alleged over- 
charges by Missouri railroads while the 
rate case was in litigation. To fore- 
stall these suits the railroads asked 
Judge McPherson to retain jurisdiction 
over any further litigation concerning 
the rate law. This Judge McPherson 
declined to do. 

He did, however, grant the railroads 
an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court on their contention that the Fed- 
eral Court should continue to rule on all 
litigation concerning the rate taw, since 
the constitutionality of the law had been 
determined in a Federal Court. 

The Supreme Court mandate declaring 
the rate law constitutional was received 
by Judge McPherson in June, 1913, but 
was not recorded until November. This 
so enraged ~“Attorney-General~ Barker 
that he denounced Judge McPherson 
and accused him of delaying filing of 
restitution suits by the State. 

On May 3, 1909, the official conduct of 
Judge McPherson in the Missouri rate 


duced in the national Housé af. Repre- 
sentatives by Representative Murphy. 
The next day Judge McPherson defend- 
ed his action in a caustic criticism of 
Murphy’s resolution.

An attorney for the instalment house, 
he said, thheatened to forfeit the pledge 
and strip his home of the furniture.
